COME MAY 15 and the woods will be full of hunters 
seeking the “bushy-tails,” or as the Greeks call them— “the 
who holds his tai! over his hack to shade him self/' Seems 
the squirrel's name is derived from the Greek words “akia’* 
and “oura.”

Missouri hunters with a yen for “fryers” are in for a 
treat, according to Don ( ’brief ieen of the State Conservation 
Commission. 
The squirrel population is at a high level this year, he 
reports. Tile observation was based on a good mast crop 
last year, and so they say, mast is the hest barometer in 
high and low squirrel prognostications. 
Christisen squelched the fear that too many spring squir­ 
rels are taken by spring hunters. He said a survey showed 
; that less young are taken in the spring than fall, even though 
more hunters are out after the more delicate spring squirrel 
that makes better eating.

Since then 55,255 
fish were taken from the crystal clear waters in the month 
of April. Of that figure. 13,960 crappie were reported; 7.785 
bluegill. 5.970 war-mouth. 3.455 largemouth bass. 1,345 
round sunfish, 750 bullheads. 180 grass pike. 165 grinnel, 115 
carp. 120 green sunfish, and 15 channel cat were also hooked 
and boated.
